Claims (1-13) are allowed.

regarding claims 1 and 4: the prior art of record neither discloses nor suggests 
the static head position adjusting unit with a moveable arm (moveable head/arm holding 
unit or a clamping unit for head/arm) in the adjustments of the head angular position at 
a static state.
